With the inclusion of that 
amount it would be necessary to borrow 
£52,350 15s. for the erection of the 154 houses. 
A grant of half the cost of making the roads, 
footpaths, sewers and watermains was got 
from the Government. The principal difficulty 
in connection with the Maudlinstown scheme 
was that the Government would not give any 
subsidy for a house which cost £300 or up- 
wards, ‘The Government would pay two- 
thirds of the sinking fund and interest up to

or the tenants would have to provide it, 
which would be equivalent to £52 per house.

The Mayor then submitted various tables 
dealing with the building costs, subsidies, 
rents and other charges, and, continuing, 
stated that the Association of Municipal 
Authorities was taking up with the Govern- 
ment the matter of having loans made avail- 
able at 4 per cent. or 3 per cent. jess than 
the present rate.

FOOD SUPPLIES IMPROVING 


Soviet Russia’s system of chain stores, 
which sell only for gold, silver or diamonda, 
will be abolished, according to reliable in- 
formation in Moscow. : 

These shops were called ‘‘ Torgsin,’’ states 
Reuter, and they were started to extract the 
gold hoards of peasants and ex-middle class 
people at a time when the supply of goods 
was short. Now nearly all the gold hoards 
have been sucked dry. . 

It is said that these shopa took millions 
of pounds a, They were the only places 
where such goods as bacon, ham, sausages, 
shoes, silk and luxury articles could be 
bought. People flocked to them to convert 
old jewellery-and gold coins into things to 
eat or wear. 

Now, with the collective farm movement 
gaining ground and flourishing, food supplies 
are increasing. In addition, the opening 
i of many new factories under the second five- 
year plan has improved the supply of com- 
modity articles. So the gold shops are 
being replaced with shops which trade for 
the ord currency of the country—the 
paper rouble. Prices are still high, but 
they are falling steadily. |

As General 
Smuts says, young men have fallen victims 
to the “silly vogue of drilling and 
strutting about in shirts of various 
| colours,” and a new tyranny has arisen, 
which is not a whit the less pernicious 
because it is dressed up in patriotic guise. 
In almost every continental land this 
tyranny is establishing itself. Individual 
freedom almost has ceased to exist. 
Parliamentary democracy, outside the 
British Isles, has become virtually a dead- 
letter; for even France is beginning to 
talk about dictators. Genera] Smuts takes 
the view that a dictatorship sometimes 
may be justified as a temporary expedient, 
but never as a permanency. For that 
reason he declares that freedom must 
make a great counter-stroke in Europe if 
it is to survive. 

The outstanding example of the danger 
to which General Smuts refers is to be 
found in Germany. For a variety of 
reasons, the German people have thrown 
democracy overboard, and have surrendered 
themselves voluntarily to a régime: which 
constitutes the most violent form of auto- 
cracy. On last Tuesday all the Ministers 
of State in the Third Reich took an oath 
of allegiance to Adolf Hitler as head of the 
nation, and it seems that the dual post of 


ferred upon him now for life. Sixty-five 
million Germans, in other words, have 
handed over their birthright to the keep- 
ing of a single man for a period which may 
last for more than thirty years—for Herr 


given .im carte blanche to do as he clooses. 
No human being is, or ever was, worthy of 
such a gigantic trust. The forfeiture by the 
German people of the last remnants of their 
individual freedom is one“of the fruits of 
the despair that gripped them after years 
of post-war disappointments. We cannot 
deny that history will hold some other 
nations partly accountable for Germany's 
plight; but for the moment that issue is 
irrelevant. The thing that matters is the 
fact that in Germany, as in Italy—and, to 
some extent, in Poland and certain Balkan 
countries—the individual has become the 
merest cog in the State machine. His vot- 
ing power has been turned into a farce. His 
life is regimented for him from childhood 
His mind, as well as his body, 
is dragooned into the mould of the so- 
called “ totalitarian ’’ ideal, with the 
result that a race of Robots is being pro- 
duced, subservient to the will of a dictator 
who, however pure may be his intentions, 
is heir to all the weaknesses of our mortal 
flesh. 

We in Ireland are very proud of our 
love of freedom; but General Smuts’s 
speech ought to give many of us pause. 
The Irish Free State has achieved political 
independence of Great Britain; has it 
really achieved anything more? To all 
intents and purposes President de Valera, 
although he relies on a democratic vote— 
possibly the most democratic in the 
world—is a dictator. Herr Hitler 
abolishes the entire Constitution of 
Weimar with a stroke of the pen; Presi- 
dent de Valera tears up the Free State's 
Constitution piecemeal. The one is a 
dictator and boasts of the fact ; the other 
preserves the facade of democracy, behind 
which he works. his own unfettered will. 
When the Reichstag was in Herr Hitler's 
way, he promptly got rid of it, just as 
Signor Mussolini got rid of the Italian 
Parliament. When the Free State Senate

Canal Development 


..'Bhe Duke of Kent, at the end of the 
month, is to open a chain of fifty-one new 
locks on the Warwick section of te Grand 
Union Canal, and this will mark the virtual 
completion of a million pound scheme 'of 
development which was commenced in 
May, 1931. Barges twice the size of those 
formerly in use will be able to travel 
between London and Birmingham, and the 
journey will be speeded up very consider- 
ably. Long-distance barges propelled by 


these mew barges will have a carrying 
capacity of more than three times that 
of the present type. This is the biggest 
inland waterway development scheme which 
the company has conducted since the canal 
was constructed 130 years ago. About

| FOUR SAVED: MECHANIC

JAPAN’S NAVAL 
PROPOSALS 


“A CUT-AND-DRIED 
PLAN ”

Admiral Yamamoto, the leader of the 
Japanese naval delegation now in London, 
has come with a plan which has been 
drawn acú by the Japanese Government, 
but which has not yet been officially dis- 
closed. 

“ It might,” he said yesterday, ‘‘ answer 
the description ‘ a cut-and-dried plan.’ It 
is a more or less definite plan. 

** Japan’s attitude is that every country 
should be permitted to possess the 
minimum of naval armaments sufficient for 
their national defence, and that minimum 
should not in any case be so large as to 
constitute a menace to any other country. 

“ If the plan which will shortly be sub- 
mitted is found acceptable to the other 
Powers, we believe a régime will come into 
effect whereby all the countries will enjoy 
freedom from outside menace, irrespective 
of the length of their lines of communica- 
tion or coastline. 

‘‘ Our plan might be interpreted as sub- 
stituting a global tonnage system for the 
ratio system of the Washington Treaty.” 

Asked: “ Does global tonnage mean in 
general equality in tonnage with the other 
big Powers?’’ the Admiral replied: 

“ I do not desire to give any answer to 
that.” 

The Admiral said that Japan felt she 
needed a fairly large number of such types 
of vessel as the submarine. 

He described aircraft carriers as one of 
the most offensive of armaments, and 
added: ‘‘ At a time when.an effort is being 
made to’ reduce the menace to comntries 
from outside, it seems to us proper that

GERMANY’S HOPE OF

UBSTANTIAL reductions for tax 
payers, and further encouragement 
for fathers of large famil.es, are contained 
in the series of new tax laws passed last 
night by the Cabinet of the Reich, and 
described to-day by Herr Reinhardt, the 
State Secretary, as being “simple in 
language and interpretation, and a relief 
to tax cfiicials.” 

The Government hopes further to stimu- 
late the taxpayers to pay their taxes, 
while, on the other hand, it threatens to 
pillory those who do not do their duty. 


THE BONUS 


The bonus to income taxpayers which 
families will receive under the new Jaw 
rises from fifteen per cent. of a speical 
amount set aside for fathers of one child 
up to 100 per cent. or this amount for 


fathers of six children or more. 


This, of course, does not mean that tax- 
payers with six and more children will in 
iuture be income tax free. 

The citizens’ tax uittherto levied by 
municipalities per head of the population 
will be reduced correspondngly. 

The property tax has been placed on a 
new basis. Whereas hitherto property not 
exceeding 20,000 marks (roughly £1,600) 
was exempt from tax, the new law exempts 
10,000 ‘marks (roughly £800) per head of 
family. — 

The new inheritance tax raises the limit 
upon which there is not taxation from 
5,000 marks to 30,000 for children, and to 
10,000 marks for grandchildren. 


BUSINESS TURNOVER 


Business turnover tax has been modified, 
however, only so far as manufacturers and 
wholesalers. are concerned—namely, from 
two to a half per cent., while retailers, as 
far as can be seen from to-day’s publica- 
tion, are not among the beneficiaries of the 
new laws. _ 

New expenditure by industrialists or 
farmers to replace certain obsolete plant 
may be deducted from the gross profits. 

Herr. Reinhardt expects for the present 
year a revenue from iaxes of about ten 
milliard marks (roughly £800,000,000), 
or one milliard marks (£80.000,000) more 
than last year, and for 1935 a ‘‘ consider- 
able rise ’’ on the present year’s revenue. 

The new law also frees from turnover 
tax wholesale deliveries of vital raw 
materials and unfinished goods, including 
cotton, wool, fertilisers, oils, fuels, 
vegetables, grains, flour, iron and steel 
sá. many other metals and alloys, and 
milk.

In the course of an editorial article to- 
day, The Times obsevves: The Rectorial 
address delivered by General Smuts to the 
University of St. Andrews yesterday has 
the breadth and the clear simplicity which 
are two marks of a great mind. It has, 
moreover, the courage which now perhaps 
more than ever before wisdom must have 
if 1t is to come home to the youth of to-day, 
and it has the wisdom without which 
courage may be seen on all sides rushing 
gallantly to disaster. For the activity born 
of courage, the dash, the elan of youth, 
seems in this present age te find all its 
opportunities in the courses of unwisdom. 
Where rough and ready methods promise 
unachievable results, where the primrose 
path to the national good seems to run 
through coercion and suppression, where 
much high-handed action may spring from 
little thought, there it is that youthful 
ardour may consecrate its devotion, youth- 
ful energy spend itself in deeds, and. 
youthful ambition—often pure enough in 
source—climb to power. General Smuts 
would show a better way. He would mate 
courage with wisdom, he would point out 
to energy a harder task, and give devotion 
a higher object. He would cry battle not to 
impose, but to destroy tyranny. 

His watchword is creative freedom, and 
if to the young men who heard him yester- 
day, to all the young men who may be 
eager to fight on his side, he cannot say 
in a few simple words what it is that they 
must go and do, that only shows that this 
creative freedom is too fine a thing to be 
attained by slap-dash haste, by crude and 
clumsy action. The work is so well worth 
the doing, because it is so difficult. It 
heeds energy and courage of the best 
kind, those which include thought and 
patience and unconquerable hope. 

True wisdom, adds The Times, nearly 
always counsels moderation; the quiet, 
middle course, leading slowly but surely to 
its good end, is much less easy to advocate 
convincingly than the clattering scamper 
to one or other extreme. That is partly 
why there is so much effective propaganda 
for the showy extremes, so little for the 
sober mean, Who wants, therefore, hard 
and. dificult work may find it im the ser- 
vice of creative freedom, as uplifted by 
General Smuts. He may discover nothing 
much romantic about it; he will not be 
able to dress up in public nor in private 
to read Swinburne’s “The Pilgrims ” 
with one eye on his looking-glass. But in 
the service of creative freedom a man 
might do worse than lose himself to find 
himself, and to make for himself and for 


others a life as good as General Smuts 
believes that lifé should be and can be.

_operators or otherwise, unless the Government. 
is satisfied that the loss, due to the disappear- 
a of markets, will be more than counter- 
balanced by advantages to the farming com- 
munity generally. i 

* (ec) If markets should cease to be the most 
effective machinery for enabling persons to 
‘sell or buy their goods, the Government would 
not be justified in attempting to keep them in 
existence, in the interests either of the traders 
in market towns or of the market authorities 
themselves. 


MARKETING FACILITIES 

Marketing Boards and those responsible for 
the organisation of marketing schemes should, 
wherever efficient facilities have been provided 
by market authorities, make every effort to 
use those facilities. If practicable, market 
authorities should be encouraged to co-operate 
with marketing boards and other similar 
bodies, and should, if necessary, be furnished 
with any additional statutory powers which 
may be necessary in order to enable them 
satisfactorily to do so.

Mrs. Davy expressed a wish to take a film 
of her daughter in the machine, and was in 
the act of taking a photograph when the 
machine struck her. . 

Johnson, who is 28 and a farmer, said he 
had held a certificate since 1930. His licence 
had expired at the time of the accident as he 
had forgotten to renew it. It was necessary 
to fly low on this occasion for Mrs. Davy 
to get a photograph of her daughter in the 
aeroplane. He endeavoured to keep about 
thirty feet between the people in the group 
and the aeroplane and tilted his left wing m 
order to keep them in view. He did not see 
Mrs. Davy, but felt a bump, and, making a 
turn, looked back and saw someone on the 
ground, He afterwards looked through Mrs. 
Davy’s. camera and found that it had the 
effect of making the mathine appear farther 
away than it was.

PLANS TO HELP ITALY’S 


PIONEERS

The Association will help inventors to 
market their discoveries with the greatest 
advantage both to themselves and to the 
State, without the intervention of a private 
ga. ar being necessary. Any invention 
submitted by a member will come before a 
committee, which must decide, in two months, 
whether to accept it or not. «If it is rejected 
a reason must be given, so that the inventor 
can alter it, if possible, any try again. 

The Association is affiliated to the National 
Council of Research, and thus forms part of 
the Corporative State.
